practice. Mj- articles, grave, gay, procdcal, 
or fanciful, liml come to bo considered with 
favor by the editors of tho various periodicals 
for which I wrote, on which I found in timo 
I could roly with a very comfortable cer- 
tainty. 
My productions created no enthusi- 


asm in tho reading; public; they gavo me no 
great reputation or voty valuable- pecuniary 
return; but thoy were always accepted, and 
my receipts from them, at tbo timo in which 
1 nave referred, wore as regular and reliable 
as a salary, mid quit* sufl'icl -:it to give rno 
more than a cocafortaWo «u -i'^rt, 


It was at this timo I rnaiv^d. 1 had boeu 


engaged for moro than a year, but had not 
been willing to assume tho support of a wife 
imtil I felt that ray pecuniary position was 
so assured that I could do so with full satis- 
faction to my own conscience. Tliery was 
now.no doubt m rogard to this position, 
either in my mind or in that of my wife. I 
worked with great steadiness and regularity; 
I knew exactly where to ploci) tlrt) produc- 
tions of my pen, and could calculate with a 
fair degreo of accuracy tlio sums I should 
receive for them. Wo wero by no moans 
rich ; ,,bnt wo had onough, and wore thor- 
oughly satisfied and content 


Thoso of my readers who nro married will 


h-ivo uo (liOlculty in 
remembering the 


peculiar ecstacy of tho flrst weeks of thoir 
wedded lifo. It is then that tho ilowors of 
this world bloom brightest; thnt its sun is 
the most genial; that its clouds are tho 
scarcest; that its fruit is the roost delicious; 
that the air is tbo most balmy; that its cigars 
are of tho highest favor; that tho warmth 
and radiance of early matrimonial felicity so 
rarefy tho intellectual atmosphere thaftho 
soul mounts higher and enjoys a wider pros- 
pect than over before. 


These experiences were mile. TLo plain 


claret of my mind was changed to sparkling 


o ; iwid at tho very boight of its effer- 


vescence I wrote n stoi*y« Tho bappy thought 
that then struck me for a talo was of a very 


character, and interested mo so much 


that I went to work at it with great delight 
and enthusiasm, and finished it in n compara- 
tively short timo. Tho title of the story was 
"Ills Wife's Deceased Sister;" and when I 
read it to Hypatia she was delighted with it, 
md at times she was so affected bj- its-pathos 
that her uncontrollable emotion caused a 
sympathetic dimness in my eyes winch pre- 
vonted my seeing tho words I Lad written. 
When the reading was ended.and my wifo had 
dried her ej'es, she turned to nio and said:
